cl  (£/io€succ'  risisu^yrorri  t/i&fir€',  your  GSNA  is  alive  and  well  and  preparing  to  meet  the  challenges 
of  the  1990's.  Members  of  New  Jersey's  premier  State  Numismatic  Association  have  much  reason  to  be  concerned 
In  recent  years,  members  have  rightly  asked,  "Why  belong  to  the  GSNA?" 

The  fact  that  members  are  asking  that  question  reveals  the  new  age  of  numismatics  that  is  emerging  in 
America  In  the  1970's  and  1980's,  the  only  thing  that  GSNA  needed  to  do  was  to  run  the  best  regional 
Numismatic  Convention  on  the  East  Coast  By  doing  so,  GSNA  was  able  to  fund  numerous  educational  projects, 
run  a  Speakers  Bureau,  distribute  educational  Slide  Shows  and  Video  Programs,  supply  club  Awards,  sponsor  a 
summer  picnic,  and  publish  a  high  quality  numismatic  quarterly,  the  New  Jersey  Numismatic  Journal.  The  fact 
that  a  $5  yearly  membership  in  the  GSNA  returned  to  members  at  least  $25  worth  of  publications,  mailing  costs, 
and  perks  made  membership  in  the  GSNA  an  obvious  bargain  When  our  organization  was  supported  by  the 
numismatic  boom,  we  were  all  comfortable  and  happy.  Then  came  the  "fire." 

Betw  een  1988  and  1992  the  cost  of  producing  the  annual  convention  at  the  Hyatt  in  Cherry  Hill  and 
providing  security  for  dealers  and  guests  more  than  doubled.  At  the  same  time  costs  were  skyrocketing,  the 
numismatic  market  was  crumbling  Dealers  who  could  profit  from  flying  from  California  to  a  GSNA  show  when 
table  fees  w  ere  $250  could  not  afford  to  fly  in  and  pay  $350  for  the  same  table,  when  sales  to  a  down  market  would 
hardly  break  even  for  the  trip  As  fewer  dealers  could  afford  to  set  up,  and  costs  of  the  show  continued  to  rise,  your 
GSNA  was  caught  in  the  middle.  In  1991  we  lost  close  to  $6,000.  In  1992  with  a  bare-bones  convention  and 
against  terrible  odds  we  made  a  profit:  almost  $100.  But  then  the  Hyatt  again  raised  their  fee.  and  we  discovered 
that  it  would  cost  $6,000  more  to  hold  our  convention  there  in  1993.  Searches  for  alternative  sites  proved  futile, 
and  the  1993  convention  had  to  be  canceled 

At  the  same  time  our  convention  plans  were  in  turmoil,  the  primary  communication  vehicle  of  the 
Association  was  beset  with  problems.  Costs  for  printing  and  mailing  the  Journal  have  risen,  to  be  sure.  The 
Journal  eliminated  advertising  w  hen  we  found  that  the  cost  of  printing  and  mailing  a  page  of  advertising  cost  more 
money  than  we  were  able  to  charge  the  advertisers.  With  the  concurrent  numismatic  depression  market,  the  editor 
of  the  NJNJ  discovered  that  NO  ONE  was  submitting  ANYTHING  to  the  Journal  for  publication.  Clubs  were  not 
sending  reports  with  any  regularity .  Individuals  were  not  writing  articles.  And.  with  no  Convention  to  report, 
there  was  simply  nothing  to  publish  in  the  Journal  except  the  names  of  the  officers  of  the  Association  and  the 
names  of  member  Clubs  This  information  was  just  not  newsworthy  However,  with  no  Convention  and  no 
Journal,  comm  urn  cation  and  contact  with  members  of  GSNA  disappeared.  In  a  State  Association,  communication 
is  essential. 

The  publication  of  this  newsletter  is  an  attempt  to  restore  the  prominence  of  GSNA  by  restoring 
communication  with  our  membership  It  is  our  intention  to  publish  the  newsletter  at  least  four  times  each  year. 
But  a  newsletter  is  only  a  beginning  It  has  always  been  the  goal  of  GSNA  to  provide  links  between  individuals 
and  clubs  associated  in  GSNA  GSNA  is  an  Association,  which  means  that  we  need  each  other  to  accomplish 
anything  GSNA  is  still  able  to  provide  slide  and  video  programs  about  numismatic  topics  to  members  and 
member  clubs.  This  service  has  not  stopped,  although  requests  for  this  service  have  dwindled  GSNA  is  still  able 
to  refer  speakers  to  your  club,  and  reimburse  registered  speakers  for  travel  expenses  to  your  club  GSNA  is  still 
able  to  prov  ide  award  certificates  for  speakers  at  your  club's  meeting  But  a  primary  goal  of  GSNA-to  keep 
members  associated  with  one  another— can  only  be  accomplished  if  you  let  us  know  w  hat  is  going  on  in  your  club 
or  society.  If  we  are  to  keep  doors  of  communication  open,  our  members  and  member  clubs  must  be  willing  to 
communicate! 

The  hobby  of  numismatics  is  more  than  getting  and  spending  Yet,  the  acquisition  of  new  coins,  tokens. 
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or  bills  for  a  collection  is  important  to  any  numismatist.  The  GSNA  Convention  has  been  an  important 
opportunity  for  many  years.  In  the  1990's,  the  numismatic  scene  is  changing  from  the  way  it  used  to  be 
Leadership  in  your  GSNA  will  need  to  design  a  future  for  our  organization  which  will  continue  to  provide  unique 
services  for  our  members,  and  be  able  to  fund  these  services  in  ways  that  meet  the  changing  needs  of  our  members. 
Leadership,  then,  is  an  important  concern  for  GSNA 

Unlike  the  powerful  commercial  interests  which  move  and  shake  the  hobby,  the  GSNA  is  an  association 
of  volunteers,  together  because  we  care  about  our  hobby  Officers  in  the  GSNA  do  not  get  paid,  and  in  a  depressed 
market  there  are  few  perks  to  the  positions  of  frustrating  responsibility.  Yet  any  organization  is  only  as  good  as  its 
membership  and  the  leadership  behind  it. 

In  June  1993  a  call  was  sent  to  members  for  nominations  for  officers  of  the  GSNA.  Although  some 
nominations  were  received,  the  call  was  too  late  for  many  clubs  to  consider  making  nominations.  At  its  Board 
Meeting  in  July,  the  present  Board  decided  to  suspend  the  by-laws  regarding  election  of  officers,  and  implement  a 
plan  to  keep  the  election  process  open,  and  to  encourage  wider  participation  of  members  in  it  For  that  reason,  the 
following  steps  were  taken: 

1 .  It  was  decided  to  hold  the  Annual  General  Membership  Meeting  of  the  GSNA  at  the 
New  Jersey  Numismatic  Exposition  at  Parsippany  on  September  1 1  at  1  PM. 

2.  It  was  decided  to  make  a  new  call  for  nominations  for  all  offices  in  the  GSNA.  with  a 
deadline  for  return  of  nominations  to  be  October  1,  1993.  Nominations  will  be 
received  and  nomination  forms  will  be  distributed  at  the  Annual  General  Meeting. 

3.  Ballots  will  be  mailed  to  all  GSNA  members  of  record  on  October  15,  1993.  Deadline 
for  return  of  ballots  will  be  a  postmark  of  November  30th. 

4.  Transfer  of  responsibility  will  take  place  in  December,  1993.  1994  will  begin  with  a  new 
leadership  for  GSNA 

GSNA  is  financially  sound,  despite  recent  year  losses.  Yet,  new  officers  in  a  new  GSNA  will  have  little 
meaning  if  there  are  only  Life  Members  associated  in  the  organization  If  you  continue  to  believe  in  the 
educational  and  communication  goals  of  a  State  Numismatic  Association,  please  return  your  membership  dues 
enclosed  with  this  newsletter.  Make  certain  that  your  local  com  club  also  renews  its  membership  in  the  GSNA 
See  to  it  that  your  Club's  Newsletter  is  sent  to  the  Editor  of  the  GSNA  Newsletter.  You  and  your  club  must  be  a 
member  in  good  standing  to  make  nominations,  to  run  for  office,  to  vote  in  the  election,  and  to  receive  this 
newsletter.  Only  members  will  determine  the  future  of  the  Garden  State  Numismatic  Association.

Jon  to  Draped  Bust  D  inrie  Coll 

by  Amo  Safran 
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The  birth  of  the  disme  (or  dime, 
as  the  10c  silver  piece  would 
eventually  come  to  be  called),  may 
be  attributed  to  the  tenacity  of 
Thomas  Jefferson.  After  serving  on 
several  committees  for  establishing 
coinage  for  the  young  United  States, 
Jefferson  was  finally  successful  in 
establishing  a  decimal  system  for 
our  coinage.  This  sy  stem  would  be 
based  on  the  Spanish  Piece  of 
Eight,  but  subdivided  into  units  of 
10  instead  of  8  The  Spanish 
system  allowed  for  lower 
denominations  of  silver  coinage 
based  on  fractions  of  the  8  Reales. 
This  translated  into  coinage  having 
values  of  50c  for  the  four  reales, 
25c  for  the  two  reales  (or  two  bits). 
For  the  smaller  coins,  rather  than 
denominations  of  1 2140  for  the  one 
real  and  6VaC  for  the  Vi  real, 
Jefferson  prevailed  in  plans  for  a 
10c  and  5c  coin,  using  the  decimal 
system. 

The  original  spelling  for  the 
dime  and  half-dime  (10c  and  5c) 
was  disme.  after  the  French 
meaning  "a  tenth."  The  term 
"dyme"  was  also  used,  based  upon 
the  old  English  term  for  one  tenth 
Therefore,  when  the  Mint  began 
striking  trial  pieces  of  these  two 
denominations  in  1792,  the  old 
French  spelling  of  disme  was  used 
Lexoconers  believe  this  was 
pronounced  "deem"  or,  in  the  case 
of  the  old  English,  "dyme"  as  in 
DIME  When  the  first  Flowing  hair 
half  dimes  rolled  off  the  press  in 
1794,  the  silent  "s"  in  disme  had 
already  been  dropped. 

In  1793,  Robert  Scot  had  been 
installed  as  Chief  Engraver  of  the 
U  S.  Mint.  In  1795,  he  began 
producing  the  Draped  Bust  design 
with  the  small  eagle  reverse  on  the 
silver  dollar.  The  following  year. 


1795,  the  same  basic  design 
appeared  on  the  remaining  silver 
denominations:  the  Vi  dime,  dime, 
quarter  and  half-dollars.  Scot's 
lovely  draped  Bust  design  (after 
Gilbert  Stuart),  majestic  on  the 
dollar  sized  planchet.  is  no  less 
attractive  on  the  smaller  100  coin 
The  1796  dime  has  a  reported 
mintage  of  22,135  and  comes  in  six 
known  varieties.  None  of  them  are 
inexpensive.  In  1798,  the  reverse 
was  changed  to  the  resplendent 
"Heraldic  Eagle:  device,  which 
continued  through  1807,  the  last 
year  for  this  type.  1805  is  the 
easiest  date  to  locate,  and  the 
second  of  the  two  varieties  (JR2,  4 
berries  on  rev.)  is  perhaps  the  least 
expensive  to  acquire;  somewhere 
between  $600  and  $750  in  VF, 
$425  to  $550  in  FINE. 

When  appraising  the  early  dimes 
of  our  country  ,  one  cannot  rely  on 
grading  based  solely  on  the  amount 
of  wear.  The  almost  wafer-thin 
planchet  and  heavy  use  that  the  coin 
saw  has  decreased  the  number  of 
problem  free  specimens 
considerably.  As  a  result,  one  must 
juege  the  potential  acquisition  of  a 
draped  bust  time  by  its  "net 
grading."  (the  coin's  overall 
attractiveness  or  lack  of  same).  Is 
the  coin  badly  pitted,  rim-dinged, 
or,  even  worse,  bent?  Are  there 
unsightly  marks  or  scratches  that 
take  away  from  the  coin's  overall 
grade  appearance?  Locating  a 
choice,  well  struck  piece  will  not  be 
easy,  but  will  be  worth  the  time 
spent  when  one  is  found 


For  those  wishing  to  learn  more 
about  this  series,  the  best  source  is 
is  Early  United  States  Dimes  by 
Davis,  Logan,  Lovejoy,  McCloskey, 
and  Subjack  This  book  is  available 
through  the  John  Reich  Collectors' 
Society  in  Ypsilanti,  Michigan 
For  most  of  us,  our  know  ledge 
and  collecting  experience  with 
dimes  may  go  back  to  the  Cap  Bust 
series  (1809-1837).  While  there  are 
some  expensive  dates  there,  an 
1835,  for  example,  is  only  $40  in 
VF.  By  comparison,  a  so-called 
common  date  Draped  Bust  dime  in 
the  same  grade  will  cost  a  shopping 
$650.  So,  it  is  more  than  likely  that 
anyone  so  inclined  will  be  seeking 
just  one  specimen  for  type:  an  1805 
or  '07  perhaps  The  other  dates  are 
simply  too  costly  for  the  average 
collector.  No  Draped  Bust  dimes 
were  coined  in  1799  or  in  1806. 
The  1804  is  extremely  rare  and 
seldome  offered,  even  by  the  major 
auction  houses  1802's  are  more 
frequently  encountered  than  one 
might  think,  while  1800  dated 
dimes  are  not  found  as  often  as  once 
believed  The  third  most  common 
date  is  the  1798  which  allows  the 
collector  the  opportunity  of 
acquiring  an  18th  century  piece  for 
only  slightly  more  than  the  1805: 
around  $750.  So,  while  no  draped 
bust  dime  may  be  considered  cheap, 
for  those  with  the  capital  on  hand, 
there  are  some  options  one  may 
contemplate  when  considering  the 
purchase  of  this  scarce  but  beautiful 
small  early  U  S.  type  coin. 
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PRESIDENT'S  MESSAGE 


In  my  June  letter  to  the  membership,  I  regretfully  reported  that  GSNA  was  unsuccessful  in  its  attempts  to 
secure  a  suitable  site  for  the  annual  convention.  The  letter  also  indicated  that  due  to  fiscal  restraints  a  newsletter 
would  be  issued  in  place  of  our  previous  NJNJ.  It  is  unfortunate  that  these  circumstances  presently  exist,  but  please 
be  reassured  that  GSNA  is  still  alive,  and  will  endeavor  to  move  forward  and  provide  numismatic  educational 
activities  for  members  and  member  clubs 

The  board  met  July  23,  1993.  There  were  lengthy  discussions  about  the  direction  to  be  taken  to  secure  our 
organization’s  future  success.  The  steps  taken  toward  this  goal  include  a  new  call  for  nominations  of  officers  for 
1993-95  term  The  board  felt  this  was  necessary  since  many  clubs  did  not  have  sufficient  time  to  respond  and 
several  of  the  forms  received  did  not  have  the  proper  information  New  forms  will  be  included  with  this  mailing, 
and  the  deadline  has  been  extended  to  October  1,  1993.  Nomination  forms  will  also  be  made  available  at  the 
GSNA  general  meeting  This  general  membership  meeting  is  scheduled  for  Saturday,  September  11,  1993  at 
1  PM  at  the  East  Coast  Expo,  Hilton  Hotel,  Rte  10  West,  Parsippany,  NJ.

With  elections  coming  up  for  our 
GSNA,  questions  naturally  arise  "How 
does  someone  get  to  be  an  Officer  of 
GSNA9  What  does  a  GSNA 
Representative  do?  All  of  these 
questions  are  answered  in  the  GSNA 
by-laws,  but  most  members  are 
unfamiliar  with  our  by-laws  and  how 
our  organization  operates.  I  w-ould  like 
to  answer  some  of  the  more  frequently 
asked  questions,  and  invite  you  to  put 
yourself  into  the  picture  by  helping 
GSNA  be  active  and  successful  for  all 
our  members 

The  election  of  officers  to  GSNA 
begins  with  a  candidate  being 
nominated  by  two  member  clubs  and 
two  individual  members  of  GSNA. 
After  accepting  the  nomination, 
information  about  all  candidates  will  be 
distributed  to  GSNA  members  Officers 
are  elected  by  the  members  in  general 
election  All  members  in  the 
Association  have  a  vote  in  the  election 
of  officers  Officers  that  are  elected  m 
the  General  Election  are  President,  the 
First  Vice  President,  the  Second  Vice 
President,  the  Corresponding  Secretary, 
the  Recording  Secretary,  and  the 
Treasurer, 

The  President  is  the  general 
supervisor  of  all  GSNA  activity.  This 
includes  calling  and  presiding  over  all 
meetings,  appointing  representatives 
and  committee  chairpersons,  calling  for 
nomination  of  officers,  signing  official 
obligations  and  documents  of  the 


Association  The  President  also 
receives  praise  when  all  is  gomg  well, 
and  criticism  when  something  goes 
astray. 

The  First  Vice  President's  duties 
include  assisting  the  President  when 
requested,  acting  in  the  president's 
absence,  and  succeeding  to  the  office  of 
President  should  it  become  vacant  in  the 
term 

The  Second  Vice  President's  duties 
iiHude  helping  the  First  V.P.  noon 
request,  maintaining  the  Association's 
Slide  Show  and  Speakers  bureau,  and 
succeeding  to  the  office  of  First  V.P 
should  it  become  vacant  in  the  term. 

The  Recording  Secretary  keeps  an 
exact  record  of  the  transactions  of  the 
Association,  records  minutes  of  the 
meetmgs,  and  performs  duties  related  to 
the  nomination  and  election  process. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary 
handles  all  correspondence  for  the 
Association,  assists  the  Recording 
Secretary  when  requested  by  the 
President,  and  maintains  all 
membership  applications  and  records 
The  Treasurer  keeps  all  funds,  pays 
bills  and  expenses,  invests  funds  with 
Board  approval,  and  keeps  an  account  of 
all  financial  activity. 

In  addition  to  these  elected  offices, 
there  are  several  important 
responsibilities  given  to  appointed 
officers: 

GSNA  Representatives  are 
appointed  to  act  as  liaisons  with 


member  clubs  and  individual  members. 
Each  has  an  appointed  area  to  cover 
Representatives  attend  the  Board 
meetmgs  and  relate  the  concerns  of 
membership  to  the  Board  They  also  act 
to  distribute  information  about 
upcoming  GSNA  events,  proposals,  and 
elections  to  the  clubs.  Representatives 
promote  the  hobby  and  GSNA. 

Each  member  club  in  GSNA  is  asked 
to  appoint  or  elect  a  Club 
Representative  to  GSNA  Each  Club 
Representative  is  responsible  for 
keeping  the  GSNA 

representative  for  your  area  informed 
about  your  Club's  activities,  and  in  turn 
is  responsible  for  communicating  GSNA 
news  to  your  club.  In  addition  to  these 
on-going  Association  responsibilities, 
there  are  specific  jobs  which  take  place 
when  there  is  a  GSNA  Convention  The 
General  Show  Chairperson  is  appointed 
by  the  President.  He  or  she  appoints 
Chairpersons  for  such  responsibilities  as 
the  Bourse,  the  Breakfast,  Awards, 
Exhibits,  and  the  Educational  Forum. 
As  you  learn  of  these  positions,  you  can 
decide  how  you  fit  into  the  scheme  of 
things  The  first  step  could  be  to  fill  out 
that  membership  application,  or  to 
renew  your  already  established 
membership  m  GSNA.  Then,  look  for  a 
job  that  you  could  do  Many  times  you 
can  gam  experience  at  a  show  by  just 
showing  up  and  helping.  Stand  by  while 
the  official  takes  a  break'  Get  involved, 
bring  a  friend,  and  have  some  good 
numismatic  fun!
